Cool Water. — Thefollowinusimple method, 


it is said, will keep water almost as cold a.s 
iee: Let tho jar, pitcher or ves.'-el used for 
water, be surrounded with one or more folds 
of coarse cotton, to bo constantly wet. Tho 
evaporation of the water will carry off the 
heat from tho insido and reduce it lo a 
freezing point. In India and other tropical 
climc-n, where ice cannot be procured, this 
is common. Let every mechanic and ia- 
boier have at his place of employment two 
pitchers thus provided, and with lids or 
covers, one to contain fresh water for drink- 
ins, tho other lor evaporation, and he 'can 
always have a. supply of cold water in warm 
weather, Any person can test this by 
dipping a linger in water, nnd holding it in 
the air on a warm day. Alter doing this 
three or four times he will find his linger 
uneomfoitubly cold.

nates lo deny the jurisdiction of Stale 
Courts in military cases, where .1 habeas 
c irpns has been issued, certainly transcend 
the law's nnd make themselves liiihle tn ar- 
rest. The object oftlie writ of habeas cor- 
pus is to ascertain judicially whether a per- 
son is held in custody hy proper authority. 
When the writ is issued the United Stat:-s 
officer is bound to answer it and show tho 
authority by which he holds tho person in 
restraint. 
If it is done under Iho laws of 


the United States and in the manner pre- 
scribed by law, that is sufficient, the .State 
Court cannot further interfere wish it, but 
it clearly ba« tho right of impiiry to Icnoiv 
and be sat'-fied that the authority is exerci- 
sed as stated. 
It is not sufficient for a Uni- 


ted States officer to say that ho holds a per- 
pr.n in restraint of hi-s liberty by United 
State authorily. 
lie is hound losiio-v that 


ho is l a w f u l l y in possession of that atilhoti- 
ty, and exercises it in ;i lawful v.-ay, Ti:c 
.Supreme Court of IVmis-ylvnnitx lir.s just 
decided a case in which a man was unlaw- 
fully held in custody by a United States of- 
ficer, who plead against the jurisdiction of 
the Court. 
But the Court in this case not 


only examined into the authority hut de- 
cided upon tho facts and discharged Ih" 
man fiom arrest. Any other rule than this 
would make, every man's liberty subject to 
tlie, will of military officers, who are not al- 
ways the best interpreters of civil rights or 
legal protection*, ami who may be acting 
without cither anthority or law to tustaiu 
them.—'I'liil. LcJycr.

Internal Itevenve Derisions.—The commis- 


sioner of Internal Hevcnuo has decided 
that the jurat of an afii Javit, taken before a 
.justice of the peace, notary public or other 
ol!ieer duly authori/ie,d to take afli.lavils, is 
held lo bo a certificate, and as such is st\b- 
ject to a stamp duty of five cents. Ac- 
knowledgments of deeds, or other instru- 
ments, are exempt.
